It will be noted that between the 13th 
and 15th birthdays nearly twice as many 
boys and more than twice as many girls 
enter occupations in Belfast than in Dublin. 
In Belfast more girls than boys, and in 
Dublin more boys than girls enter employ- 
ment at this age. Between the 17th and 
19th birthdays twice as many boys and twice 
as many girls enter employment in Dublin 
than in Belfast, but the total number of 
young persons entering employment before 
the 19th birthday is substantially greater 
in Belfast than in Dublin.

The percentages for agriculture are high 
hecause of the large number of farmers who 
are 55 years old or over, no less than 49 per 
cent. of the male farmers and 70 per cent. of 
the female farmers being over 55 years old. 
At the age of 65 or over the number of male 
farmers is 58,894, and that of female farmers 
22,377; so that the total number of farmers 
of 65 years old and over is no less than 
81.271. The percentages at 55 vears old and 
over are much higher than in Great Britain.

It is suggested that the above table can 
ba interpreted thus: The last line shows 
that from age 18 to age 22 about 2 per 
cent. of males die. Accordingly 27 per cent. 
to 30 per cent. leave farms under 15 acres 
between these ages; most of them emigrate. 
but manv find work as agricultural labourers 
(in which occupation there is a décrease cf 
only 12 per cent.). On the large farms the 
numbers increase between 18 and 22}, as the 
members of the family start work at a later 
age than on small farms.

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Ratlway Stations in Sweden: 
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The Country Loaf : Goods Inspection in 1764 
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Sueden s Railway Gardens. 


County Dublin and other country rail- 
way stations have long prided themselves 
on the attractive little gardens which 
brighten the traveller's view, but I ‘see 
that the Swedish railway system is out to 
establish a ‘‘ record ” in this direction. 
At every station, as well as every signal- 
man's cottage, a garden is laid out at the 
expense of the State Railways, which also 
send out special gardening inspectors to 
advise. In addition, the railway adminis- 
tration has taken wild birds under its pro- 
tection by putting up no less than 12,000 
feeding perches in the trees adjacent to 
the railway line. Several different types 
of perches have been used to suit 
the tastes of the varied species of 
birds. The railwaymen are taking a keen 
interest in the new activity, and propose 
to send delegates to a congress for the 
study of the life of song birds. It is also 
the intention of the authorities to intro- 
duce bee-keeping at an early date among 
their employés. Somehow, I fancy that the 
life of the Swedish railway official will 
presently be one of considerable idyllic 
attraction. 


Wexford Wild Fowl. 


A Wexford correspondent tells me that 
he recently noticed a number of barnacle 
in Wextord Harbour. These are amongst 
the earliest arrivals of the winter 
migrants. I am reminded of an interest- 
ing reference to Wexford wild fowl, which 
I came across some time ago when looking 
through an acc unt of Wexford and the 
Barony of Forth, written by Colonel 
Solomon Richards in 1682. According to 
the gallant Colonel, ‘‘ this Harbour or 
Poole at the mouth of the river Slane, in 
Ireland, is abundantlie stored with wilde- 
fowl, viz., teale, widgeon, duck, wilde 
swans, etc., but barnacle in multitudes, a 
fowle much bigger than a duck, but not 
soe big as a goose, but as good meated as 
either. They are said by Gerrard and 
others to breede, or rather to grow upon 
trees (a gross mistake), but it is most 
certain that from the 21st day of August, 
on which day they come into the Poole 
or Harbour of Wexford, to the 2lst day 
of May every vear, thev are in numbers 
wonderfull; but on the 2lst day of May 
they do all leave itt, going northwards by 
the sea, and, in the opinion of many 
curious observers, they goe to the Northern 
Isles of Scotland to breede—for on th» 
2ist of August following, they doe 
certainly and constantlie return into the 
same Poole or Harbour of Wexford. 
bringing their voung ones with them in 
numbers beyond expression. This Relator, 
as he hath rode forward and backward 
betwixt Wexford and Dublin, hath often 
seen them at sea coming a day or two 
before their arrival, and alsoe going a day 
or two after their departure, and for 
twenty vears hath observed their not 
fayling the time of going or coming, as 
also their swiming when the tide was 
with them, and their flying when the tide 
is against them, now and then restinz 
themselves on the water.” 


Che Countru Loaf. 


I have always been surprised at the 
liking shown by Irish country-folk for the 
baker’s loaf, which they call “white 
bread.” Personally I know of no bread 
more delicious than that which is baked 
in a farmhouse kitchen. This is wheaten 
bread, brown in colour, and made with 
what is called ‘‘ one way’”’ flour. This 
flour often contains a goodly portion of 
bran, which is said to add to the health- 
giving qualities of the loaf. The ingre- 
dients seldom vary. They usually consist 
of two basins of ‘‘ one way ” flour and 
two basins of ordinary white flour—in all, 
about four pounds—to which are added the 
required quantity of baking soda and two 
basins of sour milk. The doughy mass is 
then put into the ‘ bastable,”’ or oven 
pot, which is hung on strange hangers, 
made locally by the smith, and swung 
from a crane over the open hearth. The 
bastable is never met outside Munster, 
and forms one of those specially designed 


= which are made for different districts | 
y 


enterprising firms of ironmongers, and 
are adapted to satisfy local conditions. 


The fire is usually buil IA. quarter. of 
an hour before, and, shark cake is put 


on, the very reddest.of the embers are put. 


on the lid of the pot. After half an. hour 
the housewife lifts the: lid and looks at 
the cake. If it is not brown enough, 
furze bushes are provided, and these are 
broken into little twigs and put under and 
over the bastable until the edges and top 
of the cake crust are effectively browned. 
The round loaf is then placed standing 
upright to cool, and I can vouch for the 
quality of the first and every slice. 


Quality Goods. 


In the modern battle of the markets 
few things are so noteworthy as the 
manner in which responsible cee ge is 
resolved that traders in national com- 
modities shall do nothing to impair the 
national credit for good quality. To this 
end it has evolved systems of inspection 
and marking, which amount to a kind of 
official guarantee that goods sent abroad 
are up to specification. I was interested 
to learn that Mr. Hogan is not the first 
Irish authority to set his country’s house 
in order in this way. _ As long ago as 1764, 
when the trade of coopering had attained 
considerable volume in Belfast, it was 
brought to the notice of the Sovereign of 
the city—by this title the Mayor was then 
known—that the coopers were answering 
the call of an expanding market by turn- 
ing out skimped work. Accordingly he 
held an inspection of the casks that had 
been turned out for sale, and, discovering 
that they were shoddy, ordered their 
wholesale destruction without redress, 
and saw his orders carried out. I can see 
in an action of this kind something of the 
spirit that made the reputation of Belfast 
for good workmanship and honest dealing. 


Fish Aground. 


Walking on the Tramore seashore the 
other day (writes a correspondent) I came 
upon a bather catching live fish in her 
bathing cap. Heaps of young sprats and 
mackerel lay dead upon the beach, or 
‘played ’’ about in shallow pools. ‘It is 
a sign of fine weather,” announced a sea- 
faring man in answer to my query, 
‘““ These fish have been driven into the bay 
by the sea-birds and mackerel, which just 
now are about in thousands.’’ Sure 
enough, some of the sprats showed marks 
of having been slightly injured—just 
such marks as a bird’s bill might have 
made appeared on many shiny bodies— 
while other fish, unmarred, had probably 
died on the sands when the sea had re- 
ceded. Children gathered handfuls of the 
fish and carried them joyously away in 
buckets; old women in shawls, and 
younger ones in berets, speedily filled 
aprons and baskets. A dog-nosed among 
the cast-ups and gobbled greedily, whilst 
his young mistress splashed and shrieked 
on the edge of the waves, since apparently 
she was not pleased. to have her legs 
tickled by darting fishes. These fish 
shoals, 1 believe, periodically visit 
different parts of our coasts. : 


Ghe Origin of Watl-Paper. 


As everybody knows, wall-paper has 
fallen from its high estate: but I am told 
that the manufacturers will soon start an 
intensive campaign to restore its prestige. 

Few crafts had a more simple, yet a 
more quaint and amusing, evolution than 
that of wall-paper design and manufacture. 
French artists in the sixteenth century 
first decorated papers to make linings for 
boxes, and for like uses. The craftsmen 
took oaken tubs, filled them with water 
in which gum had been dissolved, added a 
skim of vegetable dyes to the surface of 
the water, swirled it about gingerly with 
combs made specially for the purpose, and 
then drew sheets of paper across the top of 
the water to take the brilliant vagrant 
design of whirls and fine lines. It was not 
till the eighteenth century that printing 
presses were used to print wall-papers. 

Many people can remember the wall- 
paper of some particular room frequented 
in childhood. Hence it is that the old 
designs are now being reproduced, on the 
principle that what one knew in “ the old 
days ” has always the power to charm and 
inspire.

LTHOUGH Ireland had not, sball 


A say, the good fortune of being brought 
within the confines of the Roman Ikm- 
pire, but rather, on the other hand, seriously 
contributed to the break up of that interest- 
institution, there can be no doubt that 
during the period of the Roman occupation 
of Britain Ireland experienced many important 
developments as a result: There were exten- 
sive contributions of population, for example. 
But if I might mention one thing more than 
another, writes Mr. L. S. Gogan, the typical 
sword of what I call the first Gaelic Period 
(150-400 A.D.), and even later, is simply the 
spatha, the word with which the Romans 
armed their auxiliaries, and usually known in 
Irish archeology as the crannog sword. 
While the extent of our relations with 
Rome has never been fully gone into, Pro- 
fessors Haverfield and Ridgeway have given 
us useful studies, the one based on the Roman 
finds in Ireland; the other largely based on 
the adventures of Niall of the Nine Hostages. 
Both works show how considerable the goings 
and comings on the one side and the other 
must have been in that—for Ireland—obscure 
epoc. Whether, as certain lines in Juvenal 
suggest, any actual attempt at a landing was 
made has never been definitely proven, but if 
there is any background of fact for the 
famous story of the Battle of Ventry, this 
would seem to be the case. One might also 
recall the discovery many years ago, near 
Brav Head, of a number of Roman graves. 


NOTABLE MONUMENT. 

The special purpose of the present note is 
draw attention to a hitherto undescribed 
monument, It was pointed out to me hy Mir 
de Búrca on the occasion of a one-day visit 
to Olean Cléire (Cape Clear Island), the 
southernmost land of Ireland, It stands in 
the corner of a field near his residence, and 
consists of a stone cvlinder, deeply embedded 
In. a mound (probably an accumulation of 
surface stones and other rubbish). The ground 
around it was cleared some vears ago, and it 
was found that the pillar stood on a founda- 
tion of white strand pebbles, and was about 
five feet hich. 
inches, so that it is not quite circular. 
is a slight depression in the top. 

This monument, although I suppose it may 
be regarded as belonging to the gallan. or 
monolith, class, so well represented in Ire- 
land, does not fall into anv of the sub-groups 
known to me. In fact. one has to go to the 
Roman world for an analogy, and this we find 
in the class termed cippys, a word, by the 
way, which gives us our Irish word ceap. 

SOME CIPPI. 

The CIA Was a short. round post, or 
pillar of stone, set up to mark the boundaries 
netween adjacent lands or neighbouring 
States There is one in the Verona Museum 
which bears one of the oldest Roman INnscTip- 
tions extant. and fixes the boundaries hetween 
Este and Vincentia. It is, however. muck 
squatter than the Cliar example. One in the 
Porto Museum with an honorific dedication 
Constantine, which now about. three 
feet high, and was probably a foot or two 
higher, is of much nearer date. Other cipm 
were erected over the graves of those who 
could not afford a more imposing tomb. With 
these we may group, for comparison, another 
| class of Roman monument. the 
milfiarium, sr milestone, many of which were 
just such cylindrical monoliths as the Cliar 
monument. The Roman origin of this may. 
therefore, be regarded as definite, even though 
we cannot say with any certainty which of the 
above usages it was intended to signalise. 

It is known locally as Cloch Maoileoin. and 
the field in which it stands is known as Pairc 
Maoileoin, the stone and field of Maol! Eoin 
respectively. This is a personal name (Servant 
of John), but it is just possible that it may 
represent a word .mitleoir, borrowed from 
from which the word miolaire. 
the spindle of a quern, is already borrowed. 


WAS IT PIRAN’S? 

Near the principal port of Cliar. about a 
nile away, stands another monument having a 
close formal relation to Cloch Maoileoin. The 
however, instead of being parallel, 
‘urve and narrow upward, the top being flat. 
On-either side is carved a primitive cross, 
with which some early Christian sainted this 
It is, in fact, associated with 
Ciaran, the patron saint, wko evangelised the 
South before the coming of St. Patrick, and 
who is thought to be identical with Piran or 
Pieran, of Cornwall.

“TOM SAWYER” AT THE 
CAPITOL.

Frobably everyone who goes to the cinema 
read Mark Twaiu’s beautiful story 
‘Tom Sawyer,’ and re-created 
his own childhood years from its pages. 
The chance to repeat such a delectable 
operation is presented this week by the new 
‘“talkie’’ version of the story at the Capitol 
Theatre, Dublin. It is possible that adults 
have always believed tom Sawyer’ to be 
the ideal reading for children, because they 
revelled in it themselves, but whether 
children nowadays like it only librarians may 
tell. Whether they like the book matters 
little; they are certain to like the picture, in 
which Jackie Coogan makes a welcome re- 
appearance in the company of Mitzi Green, 
Junior Durkin, and many other attractive 
child actors, under the direction of 
Cromwell. 

In it there is comedy that children will 
understand, and in consequence enjoy very 
thoroughiy; and adults will have nearly 
ninety minutes in which to re-live a transient, 
but tondly remembered, period of their 
lives. 

‘Tom Sawyer” in fact, the kind of 
film that the adult will find rejuvenating, 
and the child find completely’ enjoyable. 


CHILDHOOD’S WOES. 

did not overlook those httle 
events which children are apt to think 
tragic, and his virtue is that he did not 
clothe them in sentimentality. Every child 
in his or her own life with an 
equivalent to Huckleberry Finn, the box 
with whom Tom Sawyer’s excellent Aunt 
Polly did not wish him to associate. Every 
child, too, knows that it is the Huckleberry 
Finns who make their lives interesting and 
their play attractive. 

Tom's woes were usually associated with 
his friend Huck, but he managed to 
accumulate a small stock of his own. There 
was that little matter of Sidney's crab- 
apples, for example, which brought upon him 
the task of whitewashing the fence, and in 
the film the manguvres of Tom in making 
that task a source of profit to himself and of 
amusement to his pals is a scene that will 
not easily be forgotten.’ The desertion of 
home and the settlement on Jackson's Island ; 
the effort to banish warts by a visit to the 
graveyard, and what came of it; the attrac- 
tions of Becky Thatcher; the difficulties of 
schooldays, and the final discovery of Indian 
Joe in the cave: these are the outstanding 
scenes in a film that certainly should be seen 
by adults and children alike. 

JUVENILE ACTING. 

Purists will object that ' Tom Sawyer’ 
is not true to Mark Twain's book, and. while 
the objection may be sustained, it is difficult 
to see how the book could have been filmed 
to greater advantage. 

Obviously. the entire book could not be 
filmed, because the film would then be much 
too long, and might be wearisome. So, the 
next best was to select the scenes which 
would disclose the essential humanity and the 
fundamental humour of these children, and 
this has been excellently done in this film. 

There are people who will have misgivings 
when they know that ‘‘Tom Sawyer” is 
acted mainly by children, and the mis- 
givings may be pardoned when the usual 
American screen children are remembered. 
But the children in ' “Tom Sawyer’ are not, 
thank heaven, anything like the usual; they 
are as sincere and clever a group. of actors 
as the screen knows to-day. The new Jackie 
Coogan—for this is his first film under new 
conditions—-is very different from the shock 
haired urchin of ‘‘The Kid’’ or the old- 
maid’s darling of ‘‘Ohver Twist.’ He 
here an ordinary healthy and serious boy, 
and a very finished actor. His performance 
as Tom Sawyer is amazingly sensitive, com- 
pelling admiration of his talent and sur- 
render to his boyish charm. 
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He is supported by as cleverly sensitive a 
group of child actors as has ever been seen 
on the ‘screen: Mitzi Green, looking odd in 
a flaxen wig, is a precocious Becky: Junior 
Durkin, an excellent rapscallion. as Huekle 
berry Finn; Dick Winslow. a heart-divided 
Joe Harper, and Jackie Searle, a remark- 
ably good sneaking brother Sidney. The

BELFAST, Monday. 
HE position of Northern Ireland, as it 
affected by the British supple- 
mentary Budget, will be considered by the 
Prime Minister and his Cabinet to-day, 
and it may be that Parliament will be 
summoned earlier than was anticipated in 
order to deal with the problem. With re- 
gard to the reductions in unemployment 
benefit and the increase in contributions, 
these must be kept on a level with the 
rates prevailing in England, according to 
an agreement with the imperial author- 
ties ; and if the British measure does not 
include tiie Six Counties within its scope,

PROBLEM OF THE WORKLESS.

There is no diminution in the number 
of persons seeking employment in the Six 
Counties through the medium of the 
Labour Exchanges, and there appears to 
be no hope of improvement for some time 
to come. The latest returns show an 
increase of more than a thousand in the 
number of the workless, the figures for 
7th September being 73,127, as compared 
with 71,503 for the previous week. In 
addition to these there are thousands of 
men and women who are unable to find 
work and whose names do not appear on 
the registers, as they are not eligible for 
benefit. 

The prospects for an industrial revival 
are far from bright. The outlook in the 
shipyards is gloomy, and it is rumoured 
that there will be additions to the long 
list of factories which already have been 
closed throughout the province during the 
last few years. A summary of the estab- 
lishments which have gone out of business 
in Ulster within the past decade would 
make sad, but startling, reading, and it 
is feared that the final depths have not 
vet been plumbed. Perhaps, however, the 
National Government at Westminster mav 
be able to find a way out of our industria] 
difficulties by wise legislation.

Mr. Snowden’s Budget, with its stern 
imposition of new taxes and its relentless 
economies, has fulfilled its immediate 
purpose—the saving of the pound sterling 
—but it has not placed Britain’s economic 
position on a sound basis. Indeed, it made 
no such attempt, and it was a critica] 
need, rather than a strategical concept, 
which has given birth to the National 
Government. British finance to-day re- 
sembles the medical patient who, owing to 
years of debility, has developed some 
horrid and immediately dangerous tumour 
Mr. Snowden has removed the tumour ; 
the debility persists. To-day the political 
situation is paradoxical in the extreme. 
Every one of the three parties to-day 
believes that without tariffs no lasting 
benefits can be obtained ; yet by some freak 
of political accident an emergency Govern- 
ment has been rushed into power, which 
is pledged momentarily to avoid the one 
remedy that, with the rarest exceptions, 
its members believe to be vitally necessary. 
We know the results. Mr. Snowden. 
patriot and free trader. has done violence 
to his traditional outlook by his recogni- 
tion that the nation cannot afford that for 
which it cannot pay. His own erstwhile 
comrades have arraigned him and con- 
demned him for his alleged abandonment 
of his socialist principles. Nevertheless, 
his sacrifice, viewed in the light of pure 
reason, has been but the 
of a fetish rather than the negation of 
a creed; for by the latter name we 
dignify a Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
outlook upon his country’s finances. Mr. 
Snowden never has accepted the truth that 
Britain in ‘modern conditions can survive 
only if she imposes the tariffs which will 
protect her key industries from the com- 
petition of those countries whose standard 
of living is inferior to her own.  Pre- 
eminently he has remained the accountant 
rather than the director 
The nation, though 
ignorant of all details, at last has realised 
what is wrong. It knows that ‘‘ free 
trade,’ as a serviceable policy, has out- 
lived its uses. Vaguely—occasionally 
muddle-headedly—the same message comes 
from the most improbable elements, all of 
which demand a policy that may be 
summed up by the one word, “ tariffs.” 
The Trade Union Congress at Bristol, 
virulent in its opposition to what it regards 
as a reactionary Government, recognised 
that it must put forward a means of 
raising money, if it proposed to resent 
a reduction of the dole. Its opinion, 
says The Times, fluid; but this 
fluidity streamed towards tariffs.

Some 
support is lent to this view by a study of 
the ‘‘blind alley occupation” figures. 
Of male messengers 71 per cent. are 
between the ages of sixteen and nineteen 
in the Free State, compared with 23 
per cent. in England and Wales; among 
| newspaper sellers the proportion between 
the same ages is as 77 per cent. to 46 
per cent. In other words, the Free State 
boy enters a bad occupation late, and 
remains at it late—surely an unflattering 
tendency. Perhaps, figures for the higher 
occupations would tend to restore the 
balance, but comparative figures are not 
given. The unhappy part of the whole 
tendency to late occupations lies in its 
irfiuence upon the age of marriage in the 
Free State. An unusually large propor- 
tion of young men and women must sup- 
port younger brothers and sisters who 
cannot find employment ; hence they may 
not consider marriage until a compara- 
tively late age. We can but hope, on all 
accounts, that the next census will tell a 


different story.

A Roman Legacy. 


The origin of Britain’s standard railway- 
gauge—4 feet, 84 inches—is an old matter 
of controversy. George Stephenson chose 
it for the Liverpool and Manchester Rail- 
way; other companies fell gradually into 
line, and it was adopted finally by all the 
English railways in 1892. Stephenson left 
no explanation of his choice; and the 
suggestion which his son, Robert, made to 
the Gauge Commissioners nearly one 
hundred years ago—that 4 feet, 84 inches 
was the original gauge of the railways 
about Newcastle-on-Tyvne—was rejected by 
them. They said that there was “ no 
apparent reason why the gauge of these in- 
significant, little private coal-lines should 
decide, or even influence, that of an im- 
portant public railway.’’ Now a writer in 
the Morning Post propounds a quite 
fascinating theory. He argues not merely 
that Robert Stephenson was right, ‘but 
that, through those “ insignificant, little 
private coal-lines,’’ the English railways 
owe their standard gauge to the ancient 
Romans. The Romans were an extra- 
ordinarily methodical and systematic 
people; the regulations which governed 
conduct in all the affairs of life were strict 
and universal. Thus every Roman legion 
on the march, whether in Italy, Syria or 
England, covered twenty-four miles a day 
in eight precise hours, at the precise rate 
of three miles an hour. In like fashion, it 
seems, the ancient Romans had an exact 
and universal gauge for their chariots. 


Excavations at Pompeii and at other places | 


in Italy have unearthed many chariot 
tracks; and numbers of such _ tracks 
survive in the neighbourhood of Hadrian’s 
Wall. Alike at Pompeii and in Northumber- 
land the exact distance between the 
parallel tracks is 4 feet, 85 inches. George 
Stephenson was born at Wylam, near New- 
castle; and at Wylam colliery, where he 


worked, the coal trucks ran along light | 


rails which had been placed in the Roman 
chariot ruts. Naturally enough, therefore, 
he may have chosen for his great railway 
the gauge which was familiar to his boy- 
hood. So, while the Roman who conquered 
England is ashes under Uricon, his living 
mark is on England’s railways, and the 
romance which “ brings up the 
fifteen ” is carried in the tracks of his 
chariot.

The figures for unmarried females of 70 
and over are less striking; yet the per- 
centage occupied is still considerably 
greater than the percentage in the other 
countries. Briefly, therefore, in compari- 
son with the other divisions of these 
islands, the Free State is slow to begin 
work and is late to cease.

Mr. Ede asked whether the report did 
not indicate a lack of discipline, and that 
glittering and spurious prospectuses had 
deluded investors out of hundreds of 
millions? Was it not necessary that the 
Stock Exchange should have greater dis- 
ciplinary powers to deal with the matter? 

Mr. Baldwin—I am afraid that there 
is no charter that can be devised by the 
wit of man that will prevent a fool and 
his money from being soon parted.

6é i Bog Board is of opinion that a re- 
striction of imports is an urgent 
and imperative necessity. 

“The Board believes that the only {m- 
mediate, practicable and effective method 
of achieving this end is the imposition of a 
system of tariffs, and earnestly hopes that 
such a system will be introduced as soon 
as possible.” 

This declaration is contained in a state- 
ment on the subject of tariffs issued yester- 
day by the Board of Directors of the Man- 
chester Chamber of Commerce. 

“ The Chamber,”’ it is stated, ‘‘ believes 
that the business community will accept 
the enormous burdens imposed upon them 
by the Budget of September 10, with every 
determination to carry the burden until 
the need for it has passed. 

“The Chamber realises to the full the 
irreparable havoc which would be occa- 
sioned if the stability of the pound sterling 
and the credit of this country should be 
allowed to fail.” 


STRINGENT ECONOMY. 

The statement adds that the Chamber 
is of opinion that the public stability which 
must now be the aim of national policy 
can only be secured if certain essential 
conditions are fulfilled. 

“The first of these conditions is that 
not merely the present Budget, but the 
coming Budgets, must be balanced. The 


-present rate of taxation could not be borne 


‘by the trade and industry of the country 
for more than a relatively brief period, 
without so crippling enterprise as to reduce 
the volume of trade from which taxable 
profits arise. It is, therefore, imperative 
to realise that at least for the next few 
years a policy of still more stringent 
economy will be essential. 

“The second condition of permanent 
stability is the balancing of the national 
trade accounts. The excess of imports 
over exports—including invisible items— 
must, at all costs, be eliminated. To this 
end, the competitive power of the export 
trades must be increased, and if that 
involves sacrifices, the Yeuntry must 
realise that, as on the present occasion, 
the choice is between acceptinz those 
sacrifices, or being overwhelmed by a 
general collapse.’’

A BIG CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT. 


HE organiser of the Sea Fisheries 
Association, Mr. J. €. O'Donnell, 
explained the objects of the Association, 
and pointed .out that its main purpose 
would be to find a proper market for the 
fish. The work of the fishermen was to 
catch the fish and bring it to the quay- 
side. There their responsibility ended. 
The Association would then take on the 
task of finding a proper paying market 
for the fish. The Association was pre- 
pared to equip the fishermen with proper 
boats and gear at reasonable terms, but 
before fishermen got any of these benefits 
they would have to become members of the 
Association. Membership would be secured 
on easy conditions—one shilling down and 
the rest later on. In that way they would 
all become fellow-members of a big co- 
operative movement. 

All applications for help would be dealt 
with on their merits. The members would 
have control of the organisation, which 
would provide fishermen with a big union 
for the protection of their interests and 
the promotion of their industry. 


THE ASSOCIATION’S AIM. 


Senator the Earl of Wicklow, appealing 


to fishermen to join the Association, sa) 
that the movement appeared to him one 
of the most hopeful started in this country. 
A great Irishman—Sir Horace Plunkett— 
tried to teach the Irish farmer the value 
of co-operation, and that was what the 
Sea Fisheries Association now aimed ‘at 
teaching the fishermen. In Arklow they 
had the largest and, he believed, the best 
fishing fleet in Ireland, and it was of 
vital importance that every fisherman in 
that port should join the Association.

so, then it was his plain duty to help to 
put the bill through; for, as Mr. Runeci- 
man pointed out on Thursday, even under 
a full-blooded Socialist system, with 
socialised banks, exactly the. same 
emergency might have arisen. exactly the 
same necessity for foreign credits appeared, 
and exactly the same steps proved neces- 
sary to obtain them. 

The danger has not been averted by the 
production. and will not be ended by the 
passage, of a Budget balanced as the 
British Budget is now honestly balanced, 
and if the Socialist leaders have any 
reasonable suggestions to make for restor- 
ing the balance of trade, the opportunity 
to make them is not far distant. 

A conversion loan on voluntary lines is 
already foreshadowed, and it is becoming 
more and more evident —the latest evidence 
is Mr. Runciman’s proposal to restore th" 
trade balance by the prohibition of certain 
imports--that fiscal changes are quite in- 
evitable. But if the Government had not 
balanced the Budget by the measures now 
before Parliament, conversion would have 
given way to repudiation, though inflation 
and tariffs could not have restored order 
in a commercial system reduced to chaos. 

By shirking these immediate and in- 
evitable facts, the Socialist leaders have 
shirked, the. first duty of leaders of

BOATS ON NEW VALUATION, 


With regard to the _ re-valuation of 
hoats, the Society had nothing to do with 
the question at the moment. The arrange- 
ment was that the Department of Fisheries 
would offer the boats to the Association on 
a new valuation. It had been suggested 
that the old debts should be reduced by 
75 per cent., but that did not mean that 
In every case the debt would be reduced 
by 75 per cent. The total amount of the 
outstanding debts would be reduced 75 per 
The Society would have power to 
decline any boat if they thought the 
new valuation was uneconomic. If they 
thought the boat was not worth it, they 
need not take the boat at all. After all, 
the Association would have to be run on 
strictly business lines 

He said that, in their own interests and 
for the preservation of their industry, the 
fishermen had no alternative but to join 
the Association. 


A “AIR CHANCE, 


Mr. Seumas Moore, T.D.. welcoming the 
establishment of the Sea Fisheries Asso- 


ciation, said that they all believed it was ' 


feeling that the fishermen were not going 
to get the benetits promised by the 
Minister in the Oireachtas. 

Mr. L. O'Toole said that the 75 per cent. 
reduction was in the total amount of the 
outstanding debts, but in practice every 
case would be considered separatelr.

BERLIN STREET 
BATTLE. 


ITWENTY THOUSAND 


INVOLVED.

BERLIN, Monday. 

Sixty-five persons were seriously injured 
in fierce street fighting between National 
Socialists (Nazis) and Communists here 
the evening. Women were hurled to 
the ground and trampled on despite 
the strenuous efforts of hundreds of 
policemen to prevent rioting. The trouble 
hecan when a crowd of 20,000. in- 
cluding many unemployed, flocked to the 
Sports Palace in the Potsdammerstrasse, 
attracted by an announcement that a Nazi 
leader and Communist leader were to dis- 
cuss political subjects in public. The 
streets were completely blocked by the 
surging and excited mob. 

When the police opened one of the gates 
leading to the yard of the Sports Palace 
thousands of people rushed in, women 
fainting and receiving injuries as they 
were borne forward and thrown to the 
ground by the crowd’s headling charge. 

Police struck right and left with their 
truncheons in desperate attempts to stop 
a terrific fight which soon began between 
the Communists and Nazis in the court-

police were meanwhile driving the Com- 
munists, who were Also intensely 
aggressive and violent, into neighbouring 
streets, and for several hours were 
striving to clear the streets and prevent 
further rioting while the meeting pro-

MR. GREENWOOD’S CHARGES. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Monday. 

The attendance in the House of Commons 
this afternoon was very difierent to that ol 
last week. The Government benches were 
well filled, but on the Opposition side of the 
House there were many gaps, some of the 
benches being empty. Before the debate on 
the Economy Bill was resumed some fifty 
questions were put to different Ministers, most 
of them without any fuss or demonstration. 
A good deal of the uproar, however, attended 
that addressed by Sir William Davison to the 
Prime Minister, asking whether the National 
Union of Railwaymen had instructed six 
members of Parliament to oppose and vote 
against the ‘Government. Member after 
member on the Opposition side rose to points 
of order, with the object of staving off the 
inquiry, while others shouted at Sir William 
Davison to withdraw it. The uproar was so 
great that it was almost impossible to say 
whether the Prime Minister answered the 
question or not, though he made several 
attempts. He was understood to say that 
this was not a matter for legislation. 


ECONOMY BILL. 
SS 
UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFIT 
“& CUTS.” 


The debate on the motion for the second 
reading of the Economy Bill was resumed by 
Mr. Greenwood, former Minister of Health, 
who directed the greater part of his speech 
to what happened in the late Cabinet in 
regard to the proposals for “cuts.” Many of 
the proposals, he said, were of a purely 
tentative character, and no decision was, 1n 
fact, taken on the question of a reduction in 
unemployment benefit. The real difference 
Letween the late (;overnment and the present 
Government was that the late Goxernment 
wefe prepared to consider all possible pro- 
posals, however drastic they might be, if they 
would achieve true equality of sacrifice. The 
present proposals did not achieve that, and 
they parted company. Ten per cent. off the 
unemployed benefits was the price to be paid 
for the establishment of a National Govern- 
ment. ‘Che unemployed had been sold for a 
mess of pottage, valued at £12,800,000. The 
seriousness of the “cut” was not confined to 
its immediate effect. There would be reper- 
e1ssions on present wage-levels that would 
make no contributions to the restoration of 


trade. 
i A MEANS TEST. 


Dealing next with transitional benefit, he 
said that under the new procedure public 
assistance authorities would have a new re- 
sponsibility thrown upon them, in having to 
assess the means and determine the amount 
payabie, which must not exceed the rate of 
ordinary benefit. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—-Did not you agree that 
a means test was essential’ 

Mr. Greenwood—I never agreed to send the 
unemployed to the poor law. I was prepared 
to agree to a national scheme involving the 
investigation of means, but not under poor 
law auspices, which would give them a poor 
law taint. Proceeding, he said that the 
fundamental objection to this bill was that 
even with the Budget proposals it did not 
achieve anything like equality of sacrifice. It 
was all very well talking about tightening the 
belt by those people who did not have to do 
it.. (Labour cheers.) There was all the 
difference in the world between people fore- 
going certain privileges and comforts and 
eople «sacrificing the real necessities of life. 
n hundreds of thousands of homes there 
would be harder and narrower lines. 
“ Equality of sacrifice’? was a very fine 

hrase, but in this case it was a mockery. 
‘hose who voted for the bill must do so with 
a heavy heart and a troubled conscience, but 
that was the price they had to pay to those 
wh> controlled society. 

The vested interests behind the Govern- 
ment to-day had their victory, but that vic- 
torv would in the result bring fresh adherents 
to the movement for superseding an order 
which put the lives of the people in the 
hands of a few, by some sort of society on 
a rational basis, where equality of sacrifice 
meant equality of sacrifice, and where no 
small class of people would be able to rule 
the destinies of a nation. (Labour cheers.)

SIR H. SAMUEL’S VIEW. 


Sir Herbert Samuel agreed with the last 
speaker when he said that those who voted 
for this bill would do so with a heavy heart. 
It was a serious thing to put a check to the 
movement for social reform and national de- 
velopment. The consequences must be. to 
some extent, to add to existing unemploy- 
ment, because the withdrawal of vast sums 
from the country by means of taxation must 
cause a shrinkage in the effective demand for 
commodities. ut we were under the hard 
compulsion of financial and economic neces- 
sity. The Liberals would go into the lobby 
in support of this bill with a heavy heart, 
but certainly not with an uneasy conscience. 
because, as they saw it, there was no alterna- 
tive. The bill was drastic enough in all con- 
science, and was only justified where the 
emergency was sudden and delay would 
bring disaster. 

Dealing with the events which brought the 
National Government into being, Sir Herbert 
said that it was the opinion of the representa- 
tives of both the Conservative and Liberal 
Parties that the proposals which were sub- 
mitted to them constituted a bold and 
courageous attempt to grapple with the reali- 
ties of the situation. aving traced the 
various economies proposed, Sir Herbert 
Samuel said that the conclusion which the 
House must draw was that, if the Labour 
members had remained in office, all the pro- 
posals, except that in relation to the unem- 
ployment benefit, would have been accepted.

Sir Herbert Samuel was then allowed to 
proceed with his speech. It was plain, he 
said, that Labour members were now in the 
dilemma of having to say that certain 
economies were, in all the circumstances, 
wrong when they had previously said that*in 
certain circumstances they were right. ‘They 
were not free now to attack, in September, 
economies which they were ready to approve 
of in August. They might run away from 
their public duty, but they could not run 
away from themselves. 

Mr. Devlin (National, Fermanagh and 
Tyrone) said that he did not desire to 
attribute anything but the highest motives 
to the Prime Minister and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, but he believed that they 
were profoundly wrong in the position they 
had taken up. There was a crisis created 
by pessimists and by croakers. It was a 
dramatic “stunt,' worked up by the Press, and 
created for the meanest of political motives. 
There was never a. situation which so 
justified the description of a pessimist as a 
person who, having the chcice of two evils, 
chose them both. (Laughter.) He vrotested 
against the “‘cut’’ in unemployment pay, by 
which they saved twelve and a half millions 
by robbing the poor. (Opposition cheers.) 

Mr. lan Macpherson said that this bill was 
a new form of despotism with a vengeance, 
and, though he was prepared to support the 
Government, he hoped that some means 
would yet be found to mitigate the hardship 
inflicted upon teachers. 


ATTACK ON CHANCELLOR. 


Mr. Buchanan made a strong attack on 

the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who, he 
said, for two years past had ceased to be the 
servant of the Labour Party. The right hon. 
gentleman was a rigid economist, who placed 
the stability of the pound before the lives of 
the common people. It was their duty to fight 
this cruel and contemptible Government with 
all the ruthlessness they could, free from the 
entanglements of the past. 
_ Mr. George Lansbury characterised as quite 
inaccurate the statement said to have been 
made by the Prime Minister to a deputation 
of the unemployed, that every member of the 
Labour Government agreed that benefits 
should cease at the end of twenty-six weeks, 
The truth of the matter was that thefe never 
was unanimity in the late Cabinet. From the 
first, Mr. Lansbury said, he had refused to 
take the orthodox view of this crisis, and he 
declined to accept the doctrine that financiers 
would have allowed the pound to slump if,a 
cut of 12$ millions was not made in unem- 
ployment benefit. It was not members of the 
Labour Party who had run away, but those 
now on the (Government bench. (Labour 
cheers.) They had capitulated to the money- 
lenders. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
REPLY.

A LIVELY SCENE, 


The debate was concluded by Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, who remarked that he was not 
surprised at Mr. Lansbury being put up to say 
the final word for the Oppositian, for he could 
be relied upon not to come within a thousand 
yards of the point at issue. (Laughter.) The 
justification for this bill was that it was de- 
manded for the national safety. 

No ultimatum, he said, was ever pre- 
sented to the Government by the other 
party leaders, nor any demand for 
specific economies or specific cuts in 
unemployment benefit. ‘The suggestions 
they made were put forward as honest ex- 
pressions of their opinion as to what was 
necessary to avert a crisis which had brought 
us to the verge of national ruin. (Minis- 
tcrial cheers and Opposition cries of “ Oh.’’) 
“We now find ourselves in this position,”’ 
he proceeded, ‘‘that, instead of the Govern- 
ment being in the dock, it is the members 
of the late Government who are in the dock. 
(Ministerial cheers.) One after another they 
have got up and tried to explain their posi- 
tion. What has been clearly established is 
that the late Government accepted economies 
of fifty-six millions, and everyone of these 
economies is embodied in the present bill, 
with the exception of the 10 per cent. cut 
In unemployment _ benefit. (Ministerial 
cheers. ) 


UPROAR.

MYSTERY 


NO DEVELOPMENTS 
IN IRELAND. 


STORY OF A “ NEW LINK ” 
EXPLAINED.

bad the general information originally 
supplied by the Surrey police. 

t was authoritatively stated yesterday 
to an Jrish Times representative that 
nothing tangible had resulted from the 
investigations in the Free State which 
would warrant a special line of inquiry 
being taken up. The police have no 
person under suspicion in connection with 
the death of Lieutenant Chevis nor infor- 
mation from the Surrey police which 
would lead them to believe that any person 
on this side of the Channel had any 
knowledge of the circumstances of 
Lieutenant Chevis’s death. All the assist- 
ance that was requested by the Surrey 
police has been rendered, and nothing 
further has been required by them. 


A DENIAL, 


The Civic Guard authorities deny that 
they intercepted a letter posted from Ire- 
land to London, in which was a postcard 
pddressed to a relative of Lieutenant 
Chevis. No letter relating to this has 
been intercepted by the police here. 

It is a fact that a letter was brought to 

the notice of the Civic Guards which con- 
tained an enclosure bearing the words, 
‘‘ Hooray, heoray, hooray.”’ 
_ The history of that communication is 
interesting. It has nothing to do with the 
Chevis case, as an Irish Times representa- 
tive was at some pains to ascertain. 

The story is that a lady living on the 
Continent died. She was in good circum- 
stances, and persons in England were 
interested, directly and indirectly, in the 
terms of her will. However her property 
was disposed, it affected one person so 
nearly that she was moved to express 
her feeling to a third person. 

She attempted to do so with circum- 
Jocution. She sent a letter to a gentleman 
in Ireland. This was wrongly delivered 
in our post, and it came into the hands. 
of another gentleman of the same name 
resident at a seaside resort. The latter 
opened the letter, believing it was for 
himself. He was surprised to find it was 
from an unknown person, and more sur- 
prised at the contents. | 


AN INNOCENT CARD. 


Under the envelope was a letter request- 
ing that an enclosed card should be posted, 
as it was addressed, to somewhere in 
England. 

The card bore the words, 
hooray, hooray.’’ 

None of the persons in this transaction 
has the remotest connection with the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
Lieutenant Chevis. The communication 
has been described as an ‘‘ innocent’ one 
and of no significance concerning the 
Chevis case.

“ What, made you go to the police?” 

“I did not. When I read about the 
telegram and the Chevis case I told a 
friend in conversation about the English- 
man asking me for the telegraph office. 
The police came here to me. They did 
not exact any pledge of secrecy from me. 
I told the man to go to College Green.”’ 


RELIEF MEASURES 
IN HONDURAS. 


H.M.S. DANAE DUE 
TO-MORROW.

NEW YORK, Monday. 
ATIVES are fleeing from Belize in 
large numbers, fearing an outbreak 
of plague. There is a serious water 
shortage. Families are gathering their 
remaining personal belongings, and 
equipping dugouts and small skiffs, ready 
to set out on a perilous voyage up the 
river to little settlements in the jancie 
which have not been damaged by the 
storm. 

The refugees intend to live on nataral 
edibles in the jungle, supplemented by 
such meagre supplies of corn flour as can 
be secured from the tiny colonies along 
the banks. 0 

The Belize River has now been partially 
cleared of the débris of houses, boats and 
bodies, and can be navigated by expert 
piloting. 


MERCILESS SUN. 

The sufferings of the injured persons are 
increased by the blazing sun, which is 
beating down mercilessly through the un- 
roofed houses, where unfortunate people 
are lying in rows. The atmosphere is 
almost unbearable. There is a stench of 
masses of decomposing sea fish piled up 
by the tidal wave. Sixty United States 
Marines are posted as a guard of the 
funeral pyres, whence flames and billow- 
ing smoke are arising. 

The First Secretary of the British 
Embassy in Washington is doing splendid 
work arranging credits for the purchase of 
supplies in Kingston for shipment to 
Belize by H.M.S. Danae, which has 
loaded 3,300 pounds of biscuit, 2 tons of 
rice, and a ton of condensed milk, and is 
due to arrive in Belize on Wednesday.

F ever I saw a man walking through the 
| streets of Sligo wearing a worried Joók | 
should size him up as a stranger; for 
Sligo 1s ove of the mcst contented towns ow 
earth. ; ae 

Contentment, of course, is an Irish quality 
which may spring from either of two sources 
—industry or indolence. But one has only to 
note the set, purposeful way in which the 
people of Sligo go avout to be convinced that 
their freedom from care is due to the fact 
that their minds ara occupied with business 
matters and to the consciousness that, 
although they number Jess than twelve 
thousand in all, they are citizens of no mean 
city. 

In Sligo I missed many of the character- 
istics which had appealed to me among the 
bi of some other West of Ireland towns. 
arge, jovial men whom I had never met 
before did not hail me in the street, for 
instance, to congratulate me on the excellent 
weather. But, on the other hand, Sligo 1s 
nut one of those towns where, when you call 
at a man’s office in business hours, you dis- 
cover that the office is deserted, and have to 
wait while the first passer-by goes to fetch 
him. In short, Sligo is a place where people 
concentrate on their own business, but 
manage that rather well. 

Like every other Irish town, Sligo has its 
walls daubed with political slogans, but, 
whereas in other towns these usually ‘take 
the form of exhortations to ‘‘ vote Fianna 
Fail No. 1,” in Sligo the walls still clamour 
at one to support Sinn Fein and buy Dail 
Eireann bonds. Sligo’s wall decorations, ‘in 
fact. are a decade behind the times, and I 
attribute this to that whirl of business which 
keeps the citizens’ minds turned to more 
profitable channels. 


BUSY ATMOSPHERE. 

Why does such an atmosphere of commerce 
cling to Sligo? No doubt, it is a matter of 
geography; for one can detect here the 
merging of the adventurous spirit of Con- 
naught with the business acumen of the 
North. Although Sligo stands in Connaught, 
it has the characteristics of an Ulster town, 
and the names over the shop fronts have more 
of the Macs than the O’s. 

One does not need to be long in Sligo to 
realise its importance as a shopping centre. 

When I left the very modern railway station 
and came to where a former M.P. and Mayor 
of Sligo stands—rather self-consciously, it 
seems—on his marble pedestal at the junction 
of several roads, I asked a man 
to direct me to the main street. For a 
moment he lapsed into profound thought, and 
then he gravely inquired which main street 
I] wanted. The truth is that Sligo is a city 
of main streets. 

The builders of Sligo must have been men 
of rare vision; for, in an age when town- 
planning as a theory had not been thought 
of, they laid out their streets parallel or at 
right angles to one another, instead of allow- 
ing them to sprawl casually in all directions. 
Now, most of these streets are busy thorough- 
fares, lined with prosperous-looking shops. 

Business men tell me that the development 
of road traffic has had a tremendous reaction 
on the trade of Sligo, and that their shops now 
attract customers every week from as far 
afield as Longford. Visible signs of this are 
to be found in the improvements which are 
being carried out in the business premises. 
In one case several thousands of pounds have 
been spent to give Sligo a drapery shop which 
would not be out of place in the principal

IMPROVED ROADS. 


Roads have also improved greatly in recent 
years, and five years ago a trunk road three 
and a half miles long, through the city and 
on towards Bundoran, was constructed at a 
cost of £17,000 (the greater part of which 
was provided by the Free State Government). 

Sligo is not. without its slums, but some- 
thing is now being done towards clearing 


houses, which has just been begun, includes 
the provision of twenty-eight to replace slum 
dwellings. This £20,000 scheme, which is 
being financed to the extent of £3,540 hy 
the Government, is the Corporation’s third 
since 1924, and if sufficient Government 
assistance can be obtained it will be followed 
by a fourth. 

Unemployment was a matter on which 1 
heard different views expressed, according to 
the position of the person with whom I dis 
cussed it; but. I would be inclined to 
think that in a town which has 
been steadily going ahead for many 
years, although the general depressio: 
must have some effect, it would be felt less 
severely than in most places. The loss of the 
local grain milling industry, for which Bally- 
sodare has now become the centre, must have 
affected Sligo at the expense of its neighbour, 
but the port, which absorbs the greater part 
of the city’s general labour, has been making 
strides. 

One of the things which most impressed me 
about Sligo was the magnificence of its public 
buildings, notably the City Hall and the 
Courthouse, neither of which would look out 
of place in some picturesque French or 
Belgian city. There are also noble churches 
and venerable relics of history, but who with 
any eye for scenic beauty could linger in 
Sligo over the dusty domain of architects? 


SURROUNDING HILLS. 


Outside the city there are massive hills that 
lave grandeur without gauntness, broad lakes 
that are a joy both to the artist and the 
angler, an azure sea, with brown, kelp-strewn 
shores and, not far away, golden strands, and 
also pleasant pastures, which are. to use the 
rural phrase, in excellent heart. The content- 
ment of Sligo is to be found even among its 
farmers, who confess this year to a bumper 
hay harvest, which has been well saved, and 
good crops of oats and turf. 

J like the pretty, dark-eyed girls, with 
their ready smiles, who seem to form such a 
large proportion of Sligo’s population, and I 
like the secluded little lovers’ lanes just out- 
side the city, where, when the sun is sink- 
ing over the shoulder of Knocknarea, with a 
flood of crimson pouring across the sky, as 
if from an open vein, one can ramble between 
thick hedges and inhale the rich, strong. 
rural smell that is carried on the eyening 
breeze. ; 

Might | add that 1 hope the young men of 
Sligo are not too much absorbed in business 
to appreciate their luck?

LIVE STOCK FIGURES. 

Cattle of all descriptions form the backbone 
of our livestock exports. Last month cattle 
imports into Great Britain showed a decrease 
of 15,488 in number, and in value £300,239 
For the eight months there is a decrease of, 
roughly, 73,000 head, and in value of 
£1,400,000. The total value of the imports 
of Free State cattle amounts to £6,618,156, 
which is £170,000 in excess of 1927, when 
the number oí Free State cattle imported was 
han ly 8,000 for the 

Sheep imports are up nearly 6, or 
uas hak’ hake yalue decreased £27,000 
The decrease for the eight months comes to 
27,000, and the value of sheep and lamb 
imports from the Free State has dropped by 
£141,000 approximately come period. 

Swine imports are up 26, for the eight 
months, but their value dropped ;000. 

Iris: horses imported for the eriod 
under review show a decrease in number of 
6,800 to 6,683, but the declared value is up 
£87,000, reaching a total of £1,404,000. Dur- 
ing the same period 999 horses were exported 
to the Free State, valued at £204,000. 


BACON AND PORK. 

Imports of Irish bacon for the eight months 
reached 158,230 cwts., valua@l at £667,0165. 
Compared with the same period in 1930 there 
is a decrease of 52,000 cwts., while the value 
has shrunk from £1,179,000 to £667,000. Ex- 
orts to the Free State of imported foreign 
gas from Great Britain and Northern Ire. 
land increased from 213,000 cwts. to 224,000 
cwts., but the value of this export decreased 
from £977,000 to £705,000. 

The imports of Free State pork show an 
increase in 1931 of nearly 47,000 cwts. over 
193U, but the increased value amounted to 
£36,000 only. 

It may be of interest to record that during 
the eight months last past imports of Danish 
bacon into Great Britain and Northern Íre- 
jJand reached the enormous total of 4,758,428 
cwts., vaiued at £15,337,996. 


FALLING BUTTER EXPORTS. 

The downward trend in the imports of 
Free State butter continued during August, 
showing a further drop of 13,800 cwts. Im- 
ports for tle eight months decreased 95,000 
ewts.. and the velue fell from £2,299,000 to 
£1,463,000. Jn 1928 Free State butter consti- 
tuted 8 per cent of British imports; now it 
is iess than 5 per cent. The average de- 
claied price per cwt. of the five principal 
butter importing countries was :—Denmark, 
125/5; New Zealand, 112/10; Argentine 
Republic, 112/2, Free State, 109/10; and 
Australia, 108/3. 

For the e:ght months 25,648 ecwts. of 
foreign butter were exported to the Free 
State, the f.o.b. value being £157,178. 


FEWER EGGS EATEN. 

The eight months ended 31st August, 1928, 
saw the biggest imports of hen and duck 
eggs into Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland since 1926. This year there is a 
decrease of 454,000 great hundreds com- 
pared with 1928, and of 30,000 compared 
with 1930. The import value has decreased 
£259,000 for the period. 

According to thene official figures the 
average value per great-hundred of eggs 
was: Dutch, lls. 5d.; Danish, 10s. 74d., and 
l'ree State, 9s. Std. 


MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 

Imports of oats from the Free State 
dwindled to 94,460 cwt. in 1931, the value 
being £25.915. in 1928 Free State imports 
totalled 567,871 cwt. for the same period, 
valued at £333,000. 

Exports of oats from the Free State 
tured in Great Britain and Nesthern Ireland 
amounted. to 1,603,083 cwt. In addition 
i26,000 cwt. of foreign flour were re-exported. 
The total of both shows a decrease in com 
parison with last year of 75,000 cwt. in 
weight and of £534,000 in value. 

Coal exports to the Free State amounted 
to 1,573,000 tons, valued at £1.547.000. For 
the past five years the exports of coal to 
the Free State have not varied 25.000 tons 
from year to year. 

For the past eight months 188,714 «ozen 
pairs of boots and shoes made of leather cr 
riainly of leather have been exported from 
(Great Britain to the Free State, the «leclared 
value being £880,000. For the sare period 
in 1930 the figures were 205.690 dozen pairs, 
and the declared value £970.000. 

The export of motor cars decreased from 
4.943 to 5,705, the value dropping by 
£97,000.

The German Junkers aeroplane, which 
left Portugal at 9.50 yesterday morning 
for a flight to New York, circled over the 
ss.

The position of the ship was 
then 45.55 degrees North, 54.39 degrees 
West (395 miles east of Halifax, Nova

The 
machine is piloted by Wily Rody and 
Christian Johannsen, both Germans, and 
a Portuguese airman, Costa Viega. They 
were last sighted over Horta (Azores) on 
Sunday afternoon. 


OF LAUDERDALE. 


The death took place yesterday morning 
in a London nursing home of Frederick Colin 
Maitland, fourteenth Earl of Lauderdale, at 
the age of 63. 

Since 1929 the Earl of Lauderdale had 
been a representative Peer for Scotland. an 
Ensign of the Royal Company of Archers, 
the King’s Bodyguard for Scotland. 

He succeeded to the title in 1924 on the 
death of his father, who had established his 
claim to the title before the Committee for 
INN of the House of Lords in July, 
1885. 


The Earl of Lauderdale had been ill for 
some time, and his illness took a definite turn 
for the worse on Saturday. 

The funeral will take place on Friday at 
Lauder Old Church, Berwickshire, where the 
body will be laid in the family mausoleum. 
There will be a memorial service at St. 
Columba’s Church of Scotland, Pont street, 
but the date has not been fixed. 

He is succeeded by his son, Lord Thirle- 
stane, who is 40.

SIR JOHN LARKING. 

Sir John Larking, the well-known philan- 
thropist and engineer, died yesterday, aged 
seventy-four, at his residence in Blundell- 
sands, near Liverpool.

MISHAP TO BIG 
LINER. 


PROPELLER DISABLED BY 
DRIFTWOOD.

ON BOARD EUROPA, Monday. 

The hundreds of passengers on board the 
giant liner Europa have just had the rare 
experience of drifting about in the Atlantic 
three hundred miles from land. 

Early on Saturday morning, when the 
liner was reversing her turbines to drop 
the pilot, off the Ambrose Lightship, a 
large log or other piece of driftwood 
became entangled in the forward starboard 
propeller, putting the engine out of action. 

The ship, however, was soon able to 
resume her voyage at a reduced speed of 
21 knots, and she steamed along all day 
on Sunday until five o'clock in the after- 
noon, when the captain ordered the 
turbines to be stopped and the vessel hove 
to, in order that the engineers might make 
an inspection and remove the obstruction. 

VOYAGE RESUMED. 

Preparations were also made to launch 
boats for the same purpose, and the opera- 
tion was witnessed with curiosity by the 
passengers, who lined the rails as the 
crew prepared to get out the boats. 
Eventually, however, it was not found 
necessary to lower the boats, and after a 
delay of. about an hour and a half the 
Europa resumed her voyage. 

The sea was dead calm, and the incident 
did not cause the slightest alarm. 

The Europa ‘s now running on three 
propellers, although the engineers have 
succeeded in removing the obstruction. 

Careful examination is being made of 
the shaft itself, in order to ascertain 
whether any damage has been done.  Ií 
the voyage has to be completed with only 
three propellers, there will probably be a 
delay of about twenty-four hours in reach- 
ing Southampton.

In 1921 the Leinster F.A., with some 
other clubs in the Free State, broke away 
from the Irish F.A. and formed what was 
then called the Football Association of 
Ireland. This new body became a suspended 
organisation as far as the associations of 
Fingland, Scotland and Wales were con- 
cerned, but in 1923 at the request of the 
Federation Internationale de Football Asso- 
ciation 4 conference was called, which met 
at Liverpool in October, 1923, where the 
four national associations met delegates from 
the Free State. : 

The conference reported as follows :— 

No objection was made (1) to the Football 
Association of Ireland changing its name 
to the Football Association of the Irish Free 
State; (2) to the Irish Football Association 
anl the Football Association of the Irish 
Free State exercising full control in their 
own area; and (3) to the mutual recognition 
of suspensions. 

Further, the conference recommended (1) 
that the Football Association of the Irish 
Free State be recognised as an association - 
with Dominion status; that the associations, 
clubs and players of the Football Associa- 
tion, the Scottish F.A. and the F.A. of 
Wales be eligible to play matches with the 
Free State F.A. and its clubs and players; 
(2; that the suspension by the Irish F.A. 
was removed. 


AN IMPORTANT POINT. 

Although no record was made of the fact, 
Sir Charles Clegg, when asked if the Irish 
F.A. would be able to utilise the Free State 
players for international matches, replied 
that they could not be selected without the 
consent of the other associations. 

The Free State F.A. were recognised as a 
national Association in 1924. and no objection 
was raised by the representatives of the 
Scottish F.A. who attended this meeting, 
which was a F.I.F.A. Congress held at 
Helsingfors; nor did they object to the Irish 
F.A. being designated as the F.A. of Northern 
Ireland. 

Since then the Football Association 
have not objected to the Irish F.A. utilising 
players born in the Free State, apparently 
because they have not desired to make the 
position of the Irish Football Association 
more difficult than necessary. 


SEPARATE NATIONAL BODY. 
They have not, however, agreed that the 
Irish F.A. are in order in playing Free State

born players, because they regard the Free 
State F.A. as a separate national body, and 
supported the claims of the Free State F.A. 
at the International Board which was held at 
Gleneagles in June last. They would, never- 
theless, prefer to see unity in Irish football. 

The Scottish F.A. and the Welsh F.A., 
however, supported the Irish F.A., and de- 
clared that the Irish F.A. had the right to 
select Free State born players for Interna- 
tional matches; so as far as the cross-Channel 
bodies are concerned the Irish F.A. may 
select Free State born players. 


CONTROL OF FINANCE. 

Prior to 1921, football had a strong hold 
in Belfast and the North (says a Special 
Correspondent), but apart from Dublin there 
were very few clubs in the area that is now 
known as the Free State. 

A big change has been brought about 
through the agency of the Free State F.A.. 
and there are now about 400 clubs under that 
hody’s control. Numerically it may in time 
become much stronger than the Irish F.A.,

In later times Dr. Johnson loved an oyster, 
and kind-heartedly shared them with his cat,

Napoleon supped on oysters 
before his bloodiest battles. Voltaire, 
Rousseau and Diderot were all oyster lovers, 
and Swift, Pope and Richard Bentley vied 
with them. One might well say that oysters 
and genius are inseparable. Who wrote more 
eloquently on oysters than Dickens? Look at 
Kit Nubbles, whose. idea of a treat was 
oysters, and a play to follow. Noah Clay- 
pole, who certainly knew what good yong 
was, could keep Charlotte fully occupie 
opening oysters, and even the great Bumble 
appreciated oyster sauce with his steaks. 
Then there was the mottle-faced cabman who 
took an imperial pint of vinegar along with his 
share of the oysters at Sam Weller’s 
supper party. Did not Mr. Pickwick take 
a barrel of them to Dingley Dell, where 
there were the estimable Mr. Ben Allen and 
Mr. Bob Sawyer, who appreciated them. 
Thackeray, too, knew tlre oyster well. 


HOW TO EAT THEM. 


The wise. eat their ovsters with discrimina- 
tion, masticate them knowingly, so as to 
obtain the full flavour, and thin wash them 
down with moderate draughts of brown stout 
ov Chablis. The gross bolt them, and swill 
heavy malt liquors aftér or, as I have 
known, even whisky; but in this case the 
cutraged molluscs took swift revenge, and 
hideous throes iaid low the cannibal. “ Let 
me see'vou eat oysters and I will tell, you 
your character,” 1s by no means nonsense. 
The oyster is an excellent stomachic, and the 
effects of a hearty night are gr-ativ alleviated 
bv an internal poultice of cool molluscs. 
Says Dr. Baster, who is quoted by Dr. John- 


son: “ Living oysters are endowed with the - 


proper . medicinal virtues; they nourish 
wonderfully. and solicit rest; for he who 
sups on oysters is wont on that night to sleep 
placidly; and to the valetudinary afflicted 
with a weak stomach, oppressed with phlegm 
or bile, eight, ten, or twelve raw oysters 
in the morning. or one hour before dinner. 
is more healing than any drug or mixture 
that the apothecary can compound.” 

Little wonder is it, then, that the oyster 
is so popular, or that it has become the 
centre of an important industry giving lucra- 
tive employment to many. France was the 
first country to give a real fillip to the oyster 
farming industry. The honours of this most 
landahle undertaking are divided between a 
stonemason with the hearty name of Beef 
and a Professor Coste. About the middle of the 
last century Beef was taking a constitutional 
along the sea when he noticed the 
growth of voung oysters on the rocks and 
stones. A shrewd fellow, he speedily turned 
his thoughts into actions. and proceeded fo 
enclose a small area on the shore. ‘Therein he 


shore 


| placed a number of rocks and stones, among 


which he laid a small quantity of mature 
oysters. Success came rapidly, and in three 
vears he was making over 1.000 francs a vear. 


His neighbours followed suit, and obtained: 


grants of shore from the Government on 
which to grow their oysters. 

Meanwhile, Professor Coste had been con- 
ducting his own experiments at St. Brieuc, 
where he caused a large number of oysters to 
be laid down on a large enclosure in which 
were laid old shells, faggots of wood chained 
together, and branches on which it was hoped 
that the spat would collect. This plan, too, 
was highly successful, and in a 
very few vears the great oyster 
industry was firmly established. Now at 
many other parts of France, and, indeed, 
all over the world, are oyster parks yielding 
a good dividend, and contributing much to 
the happiness of the local gourmets.

DISCUSSION AT LAST 
NIGHT’S CONFERENCE. 

An adjourned meeting of the Irish Olympic

‘The new record is, therefore, slightly 
more than twenty-one m.p.h. greater than 
the record of 357.7 m.p.h. set up by 
Squadron-Leader A. H. Orlebar on an 
S 6 seaplane in 1929. 

“The difference from the speeds issued 
yesterday, which were taken by stop 
watch, is primarily due to the fact that 
an unavoidable error by stop-watch 
methods of one-fifth of a second in the 
times of the runs at speeds approaching 
400 m.p.h. gives an error of nearly five 


miles an hour.
